PROPOSED DECISION

This claim against the Government of Cuba, under Title V of the

International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, was presented

by TON! WERTHEIMER, and is based upon the asserted loss of $525,00~

sustained in con~ection with the ownership of a stock interest in

Compania Litografica de la Habana, S.A. (Havana Lithographing Company),

hereinafter referred to as Havana Lithographing. Claimant has been a

national of the United States since her naturalization on May 7, 1945.

Under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949

[78 Star. iii0 (1964), 22 U.S,C. §§1643-1643k (1964), as amended~

79 Star. 988 (1965)], the Commission is given jurisdiction over claims

of nationals of the United States against the Government of ~uba. .Sec-

tion 503(a) of the Act provides that the Commission shall receive and

determine in accordance with applicable substantive law, including

internationa~ law, the amount and validity of claims by nationals of

the United States against the Government of Cuba arising since Janu-

ary i, 1959 for

losses resulting from the nationalization, expro-..
priatien, intervention or other taking of, or
special measures directed against, property
including any rights or interests therein owned
wholly or partially, directly or indirectly at
the time by nationals of the United States.
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Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term ’property’ means any property, right, or
interest including any leasehold interest, and
debts owed bY the Government of Cuba or by enter-
prises which have been nationalized, expropriated,
intervened, or taken by the Government of Cuba and
debts which are a charge on property which has been
nationalized, expropriated, intervened, or taken by
the Government of Cuba.

On the basis of evidsnce of record, the Commission finds that claim-

ant is, and sin~e prior to OGtober 13, 1960, has been, the owner of

I00 shares of common stock of Havana Lithographing. The certificates

representing the shares in question are Nos. CLH 1265 and CLH 1266.

On October 13, 1960, the Government of Cuba published Law 890 in

Official Gazette, which listed as nationalized Compania Litog~afica de la

Habana, S.A. Accordingly, the Commission finds that Havana Lithographing

was nationalized by the Government of Cuba on October 13, 1960~ and that

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Accordingly, in the instant claim, the Cor~mission finds that claim-

ant, as holder of i00 shares of the common stock of Havana L~t~ograp~i~g~

suffered a loss in the amount Qf $251.00 within the meaning of Title V

of the Act~ as a result of the nationalization of Havana Lit~g~apk~.~g

by the Goverr~ment of Cuba on October 13, 1960.

The Co~mission has decided that in certification of losses on ~laims

determined pursuant to Title V of the Internationa! Claims Settlement

of 1949, as amended~ i~terest should be included at the rate of 6% p~

annum from the date o~ loss to th~ date of settlement. (See the Claim

of Lisle CorporatiQn, FCSC Claim No. CU-0644.)

Accordingly~ the Co~mission concludes that the amounts of

tailed by the �laimant shall be increased by interest thereon at

rate of 6% per annum from October 13, 1960, the date of los~ to

date on which provision is ma~e for the settlement thereof.

The Commission certifies that TONI WERTK~IMER suffered a loss, as a

The statute does not provide for the payment of claims against
the Government of Cuba. Provision is only made for the determination
by the Commission of the validity and amounts of such claims.
Section 501 of the statute specifically precludes any authorization
for appropriations for payment of these claims. The Commission is
required to certify its findings to the Secretary of State for
possible use in future negotiations with the Government of Cuba.

NOTICE: Pursuant to the Regulations of the Commission, if no objections
are filed within 15 days after service or receipt of notice of this Pro-
posed Decision, the decision will be entered as the Fi~ial Decision of
the Commission upon the expiration of 30 days after such service or re-
ceipt of notice, unless the Commission otherwise orders.
